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SCHOOL REPORT. 


The following report for the year ending Feb. 15, 1897, is presented 
by the School Board. 

There have been eight schools for the Summer and Fail and ten 
in the Winter making 254 weeks inall. Sixteen different teachers 
have been employed. The whole number of children enrolled does 
not vary greatly from year to year; the enrollment for the past year 
being 202. 

The amount of money expended for schools and school supplies 
has been about $2636; an average of about $13 for each pupil. 

The Board has endeavored to secure the services of such teachers 
as have the ability and desire to impart that knowledge most needed by 
their scholars. We have been fortunate in retaining a number of our 
best teachers from last year, and also fortunate in finding in our new 
teachers, very able and faithful instructors. Good work has been 
done throughout the year, and we thank the teachers who have been so 
diligent, painstaking and untiring in their efforts and alive to the im- 
portance of their work. The quality of teaching has been excellent, 
and the scholars have made great improvement in all branches of 
study, and looking at the schools as a whole, they have been very 
successful; the year has been one of steady progress; in some instan- 
ces, our hopes have been more than realized, and in those instances 
where not such a bounteous harvest was reaped, as we hoped and 
anticipated, the existing circumstances must be taken into considera- 
tion: the number of scholars on the roll call; the number absent daily; 
and the disposition of some of the parents; then no surprise would be 
manifested that the standard reached in those schools were not as 
high as we all had wished. 

We have at present, only thirty weeks of schooling; we should 
have thirty-six or forty weeks. We should be willing to do more than 
the law compels us to do. It is for our interests and the interests of 
our children, to have longer, and for the year to come the Board 
wishes to extend the schools as the funds permit. 

The Board are at work on a course of study which we hope will 
be completed and put into use in the schools, as far as practicable, 
before another school year begins, thus enabling each teacher to see 
what ought to be done in each school, each term. Repairs are very 
much needed in a number of the school rooms, as but very few ex- 
tensive repairs have been made during the past few years; and it is a 
matter of economy to make them now before they become more dil- 
apidated. 
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The school treasurer, for next year, is to be elected at the school 
meeting, thus taking away from the Board a certain responsibility 
and honor it ought not to have, and trying to give satisfaction to the 
populace. A truant officer is to be appointed for the coming year, 
and the School Board, to the best of their ability, will endeavor to 
have every scholar in school, at least the number of weeks re- 
quired by law. : 

In reviewing our schools for the past year, we have reason to feel 
confident that they have been more prosperous than ever before. It 
is plainly seen that they should be better, because more is now being 
done for them; more money is being raised for schooling and asa 
rule, more expensive teachers are engaged. The advantages should 
be appreciated, and we wish more interest might be taken in our 
schools by some of the parents. If they would visit the schools more 
and send their children to school every day, far better results would 
be obtained. What teacher can successfully teach a scholar who is 
absent, on an average, one or two days every week? Still there has 
been great improvement in the attendance of the scholars in all parts 
of the town the past year, and may the next year see greater efforts 
made for the good and advancement of the schools by all—scholars, 
teachers, school board and parents. Respectfully submitted,
